The search for the dead bodies of the victims of 
the Believille Convent fire was resumed yester- 
day morning and con! inued almost without inter- 
ruption during yesterday aud to-day. In order to 
prevent any further catastrophe Mayor Weber 
ordered all the walls to be tested, and those that 
were discovered to be unsafe to be pulled down, 
After this bad been done the searching party,

Vol- 
unteers soon joined them, and in a short while 
small parties of three and four were scat- 
tered over the entire ruins. The weath- 
er was still intensely cold, but the high walls 
and the heut emanating from the aebris served to 

vent them from suffering to avy extent, The 
rst success altending their efforts 
was the discovery of a mass of ch irred 
fiesh and bones by the party under the 
charge of Street Commissioner Stromberz tn the 
shiweat corner of the main portion of the 
ikiing, which was directly beneaih the statr- 
way that led to the dormitory on the second 
. The shapeless mass wis about two fert 
g. and would have been totally unrecognizavle 
as the remans of any one but for a small piece of 
sloth which was clinging toa fraument of burnt 
h, and which bore the name of Mary Bartels, 
‘She was one of the boarders and resided at West- 
phalia, III.

Gov. Crittenden Brought Into the 
Criminal Court Under 
Attachment. 


He Makes a Speech in the McChesney Case 
Or. Vined in the Same Trouble Exeſting 
Scenes in the Big Trial To=Day--Sarcastic 
Questions and Answers. 


The earliest caller at the Criminal Court 
this morning was Mr. Warren F. MeChes- 
ney, who allows nobody to outdo him ip the 
promptness or faithfulness of bis attend- 
ance on that littie matter between the State 
and himself. He assumed the defendant's 
chair on arrival, and remained there till the 
court-room filled with lawyers and specta- 
tors eager to witness the contest. 

Judge Van Wagoner took bis seat short) 
after 10 o’ciock and counsel on both s don 
were present. Loud calls for Gov. Critten- 
den failed to detect his presence, but it being 
— 5 . what he wuuld arrive soon, — 
cuit Attorney Harvey annonueed 
ready to proceed with the trial of the forgery 
case against Mr. cee ga 

Judge L. B. Valliant said that the defense 
would probably be ready, but before pro- 
ceeding further he had @little document he 
desired to submit to the court, He moved to 

uash the venlre under whieh fifty special 
jurors had been summoned te try “the Me- 
thesney ca-es.”’ In the first place, the reeord 
of the court failed to shew that such a vepire 
had ever been ordered. In the next place 
only fifty jurors had been summoned, while 
whieh wouid be insufficient to meet the ro- 
quirements of all three cases, as, allowing for 
the challenges, a greaé many more wou.d be 
required, In the next place the defendant 
had never received notice that such an order 
would b. asked for, or that it had been is- 
su:d, Finally a venire for jurors to serve in 
“the Meghe.ney cases” was involved, as the 
part cular case the jurors were to serve in 
should be set out.

It is 
not pleasant to think of the consequences 
as they are; still Jess to think of them as 
they would be if a fire should break out in 
the waterless district. 


BETWEEN THE CRANKS. 

The New York Sun refuses to recognize 
any difference between a just demand for 
freer trade and an impracticable demand for 
absolute free trade. Nwbody sustains the 
latter, yet the Sun insists that all who talk 
of reforming the inequalities and monopoly 
feaiures of our war tariff are free traders. 
It refuses to call them by any other designa- 
tion, and it insists that the Democratic 
party shall either proclaim itself a party of 
protectionists or be prociaimed a party of 
free trade cranks. It says: 

The only solution of tne question which Its 
worthy of a philosophical free trader is a tariff 
for revenue with protection excluded. I all pro- 
tection be robbery, let there be nove of it. 

his is a reversible sort of logic, for on the 
other haud the free trade crank can 
answer the protection crank with the 
equally cogent proposition that if free 
trade is a bad thing, we should 
have none of it, and if protection is a good 
thing we can’t have too much of it, but 
should at once prohibit the importation of 
everything that m ght, could, would or 
should de manufactured in this country. 

We heard precisely this kind of talk once 
before, when the extremistson one side 
held that those who regarded slavery as 
good enough to be tolerated in fifteen States 
must be logically in favor of extending it, 
vi et armis, to all the others, while extrem- 
ists on the other side held that people op- 
posed to slavery anywhere must be conspir- 
ing to destroy it everywhere, and that if 
slavery realiy was a good thing we ought to 
have more of it and broade its biessings by 
reopening the African slave trade and ex- 
tending the area ot the institution. 

Now, we know that, as to the political 
fact, the extremists on both sides were mis- 
taken, and that similar mistakes on the tariff 
question will not contribute to the best solu- 
tion of the problem. ‘The common sense of 
the country recognizes the fact that “a taritff 
for revenue with protection exciuded”’ is an 
impossibility. and that in laying duties for 
revenue thereis ample margin fora wise 
discrimination in favor of home industries. 
Ana while it recognizes the fact that some 
consideration is justly due to investments 
made on the faith of protection already guar- 
anteed, it also recognizes the conspicuous 
fact that this protection has been so exces- 
sive in some cases as to create monopoly 
combinations and enable them torob the 
country. 

If there is to be harmony among the Dem- 
ocrats in 1884 it will not be on a platform de- 
mauding absolute free trade, nor will it be 
on the Sun’s platform demanding free 
whisky and tobacco, together with a higher 
tariff for the encouragement of manufactur- 
ing monopolies. The Sun bas declared war 
against any middle ground between these 
two extremes, and is probably preparing to 
join Ben BUTLER’S party next year. 
—— —— f 

THE FIREMEN’S FUND. 

It was a mere accident that the firemen’s 
fund was started on Change instead of 
on Fourth street. The promptness with 
which the call was responded to Illustrated 
for the hundredth time the liberal spirit of 
the gentlemen on the floor of our chief cen- 
ter of trade.

THE CUSTOMS UNION IDEA. 

The idea of forming a Customs Union 
among the American Governments is one of 
those sentimental ideas which perpetually 
spring up in Congress. Can any one fell us 
why weshould form such an union? “Have 
we anything in common with the ridiculous 
governments which prevail on this conti- 
nent? 

There is our Southern neighbor, Mex- 
ico. We have thus far failed to con- 
clude a commercial treaty with Mexico. 
A glance at the Mexican tariff is enough to 
show that before there can be such a thing 
as a customs union, it will be necessary to 
have Mexico wholly abandon the tariff sys- 
tem which prevails there. 

Then there is our Northern neighbor, 
Canada. In the face of the recent financial 
and tariff legislation of Canada there is 
something amusing in the idea of asking 
Canada to form a customs union with us. 
Weare more likely to be confronted by a 
Canadian protective tariff directed specially 
against us. 

But the worst absurdities arise when one 
thinks of the little anarchies of South Amer- 
ica and Central America gaining the rignt to 
send goods free to this country. It is safe to 
Ay that the political situation in these little 
anarchies would even more thriljing than 


it is now when the 0 of getting a mon- 


opoly of the smuggling business would be 
worth a whole year’s :evenue of the Govern- 
ment. 

We do not wanta customs union even if 
we could get it, and we could not get it if we. 
should want it. pe

Mr. Brown of Indiana promptiy proposed 
a bill yesterday authorizing the President to 
meet the exclusion of American pork from 
foreign countries with a retaliatory probibi- 
tion of their wines, etc, Congress should 
pass some such measure through both 
Houses with a whoop, pausing only long 
enough to make sure thatthe bill is well 
loaded. Notwithstanding the efforts of Ger- 
many and France to prevent its consump- 
tion, we sold abroad $41,000,000 worth of our 
pork during the first ten months of 1888, an 
increase of $6,000,000 worth as compared 
with the corresponding months of the pre- 
ceding year. Letters from our consuls indi- 
Cate that the prohibition taidon American 
pork is unpopularin Germany and France 
as a Class-interest job, and the pretext for it 
is regarded asa bitof humbug.. Although 
the German Legisiatare unanimously ap- 
proved it, the idea was generally held that it 
could not be adhered to If it provoked re- 
taliatery actionon the part of the United 
States, and thereisa reasonable certainty 
that a prompt and vigorous resort to such 
action will do the business. 

A CABLE special from London says that 
Sir ARTHUR SULLIVAN, who furnished the 
music for the new nonsense overa of Prin- 
cess Ida, is dangerously ill from over-exer- 
tion in his herculean task, His collaborator, 
Mr. GILBERT, is in the best of health, and 
neither his appetite nor his libretto gives any 
evidence that he has drawn too heavily on 
his brain.

No Bos-ism fo Democrats. 
From Judge Thurman's Columbus Card. 

I have nothing to say agalust either of the can- 
d idates. They are all men of ability. My person 
al relations with each of them have always been 
friendly aud pleasant, but there is sometning that 
shocks me in the idea of crushing men like Pen- 
dieiou aud Ward. who have devoted the best por- 
tions of their lives to the maintenance of Democ- 
racy, by a combination aguinst them of personal 
hatred and overgrown weultb. I hear Payne 
says We Can’t support Pendleton because we dis- 
approve of his civil service reform bill, forgetting 
that couvention after convention of the Demo- 
cratic party, both State and National, had re- 
solved in lavor of civil service relorm, and also 
forgetting that the Republicans now in office are 
just as liabe to be turned out as if the Pendleton 
bill nad never been passed. I do not advocate the 
bili; I think that it ought to be amended or re- 
pealed, and I would not slaugbter a life-long Dem- 
ocrat because ina long pubiic service he bap- 
pened to make one mistake.

Carlisle asa Leader. 
Ex-Congressman Whitthorne Interviewed. 

Do I tiiuk Carlisle a natural born leader? No; 
but he is safe. He can not drive men like Blalue 
with bis dash, or Randall with his stubporo 
will, but he is too practically methodical to be 
rash, Let me illustrate his foresight. In the 
last year of Hayes’ term Secretary Sherman pro- 
posed a four per cent bond with which to tedeem 
the fives. Mr. Carlisle moved to amend by mak- 
ing the bond three per cent. This Con- 
gress, then Democratic in both branches, was 
vetoed by Hayes on the ground that it was too 
low.

THE pid IRON POOL. 


Eastern Iron Men Laugh at the Idea 
and Say it is Impracticable. 
By Telegraph to the Fost- Dispatch. 

New York, January 8.—A dispatch from 
St. Louis stating that a scheme is on foot to 
pool the entire pig iron industry of the coun- 
try on a pian similar to the trunk-Hne rail- 
way poo! caused some amusement in the iron 
trade yesterday. Mr. E. F. Halford, presi- 
dent of the Lakawanna Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, No, 5 Wall street, said: I received a 
circular proposing a pool like that mentioned 
in the dispatch I have forgotten from 
whom it emanated, but 1 know that I 
regarded it of so little importance 
that I cast it aside, The proposition 
I knew, did not come from any one of promi- 
nauee in the trade, andlam satisfied that 
the iron manufacturers could never be 
brought to adopt sucha plan. My company 
at least would never enter such a pool. It is 
against our business licy.”” At the Metal 
Exchange the proposition was looked upon 
with suspicion by the iron brokers. Mr. E. 
J. Suriver, secretary of the Exchange, said 
that the differences existing between the 
various manufacturers would effectuaily pre- 
vent the formation of anv such pool. The

OUT OF THE QUESTION. 

There has been a beiter inellug existing in 
the iron trade for some days. Mr. Hatfield 
reports a brisker demand, and with a reduc- 
tion in the stock and suspension of many 
mills, there is a brighter prospect ahead for 
better prices and improved business.

LANGTRY AND COGHLAN 


They Score a Mild Success in an 
Adaptation From Sardou, 
— — 


The Wyndham Comedy Season at Pope’s— 
Local Theaters—Stage Splinters, Ete. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, January 8.—Sardou’s “Nos 
Intimes“ has been often enough adapted but 


it has never been a great popular success in 
this country. It is a satirical comedy. with a 
slight story made effective by Sardou’s stage 
cleverness but lacking a genuine habit of 
passion. It was presented in a somewhat 
new shape last night at the Fifth Avenue 
Theater by Mrs. Langtry’s Company under 
the title of Peril.“ Both Mrs. Langtry and 
Mr. Stetson made extraordinary efforts 
to win approbation for the exhibition. The 
piece was superbly set and strongly 
cast. Nothing has yet been done at 


Mr. Stetson’s Theater which at all ap- 
roached this in rich and tasteful,entourage. 
he cast was also meant to be a strong one. 

Mr. Charles Coghlan being specially engaged 

to play the part of Capt. Bradford. Inter- 

est reasovably enough centered in Mrs. 

Langtry and Mr. Coghlan, and it may be 

said at once that both of them failed to cre- 

ate any surprise or enthusiasm. Mrs. Lang- 
try returns to us somewhat modified and 
mellowed in action—a result which may be 
attributed to stage experience and not his- 
trionie development. But she played 

the part of ay Osmond with a 

formal chilliness that contrasted curiously 

enough with the sumptuous showing that 
she made of her person and wardrobe. She 
is required by the conditions of the play to 
show the 

MARRIED WOMAN IN PERIL 

from the blandishments and sentimental se- 

ductions of a somewhat ardent and reckless 

man, who is a friend of her husband’s and 
enjoying his hospitality. She is supposed to 
be susceptible, to be led by her imagination 
and her desires to the dangérous edge of an 
intrigue that will compromise both herself 
and her husband. Throughout the growth 
of this dangerous relationship Mrs. Lang- 
try betrays none of the feelings, 
the struggles that are implied in 
the scenes. Her interviews with Capt. 
Bradford are undistinguished by any mani- 
festation that can lead usto judge of her 
condition of mind. She acts with what may 
be called a sumptuous stateliness that filis 
the eye. Her body makes pictures without 
her knowledge, and her long arms describe 
curves of beauty without purpose. Her 
placid and comely face is undisturbed from 
first to last by an emotion. It is as serenely 
lovely as a parian black. Now and then she 


effort to frown when she repulsed Capt. 
bradford, but the Helenic visage 
was superior to any perturbation 
of modern feeling.

He wore, in 
spite of his gentlemanly activity in the task, 
a gentlemanly protest. Mr. McKee Rankin 
or Mr. Joseph Wheelock would have made 
the Lily both feel and express herself in no 
uncertain manner. Mrs. Langtry is still the 
self-conscious and formal beauty that she 
was when she first came here. She is, per- 
haps, the best living example we have of the 
Poily of commencing a dramatic scholarship 
in society ranks, where the meth- 
ods are purely repressive. That 
she can express intense emotion of any 
kind we 1 much doubt. That she always 
commands the masculine eye no one will 
deny. That she has the special gift of ex- 
yression that is necessary in stage work we 

ave no reason to believe, even at this late 
day. The comedy was made acceptable by 
the precision, gvod taste and thoroughly 
artistic methods of Mr. Coghlan in the collo- 
guial scenes, but he has little to do that can

to advantage. Mr, Frederick Everill, who 
played the part of Dr. Thornton, added a kind 
of philosophical charm to the whole play, was 
conspicuously excellent in the naturalness 
with which he portrayed the cool officious- 
ness of the physician. Mrs. Langtry 
changed her dress in each act and, as usual, 
exhibited herself as an astonishing marvel of 
textile architecture. But the responsibility 
of her dresses overweigned her and ab- 
sorbed a great deal of the talent that might 
have been given to the character.

| A CLEVER CAPTURE.

The Kidnaped Child of R. D. Usuer 
Recovered in Georgia. 

Mr. E. D. Usuer, paymaster of the Cairo 
Short Line, yesterday regained possession 
at Macon, Ga., of his little daughter Dora, 
who was abducted about the middle of 
December while walking on Garrison ave- 
nue near Easton, in this city. The exploit 
of the abductress was a most. remarkable 
one, and it stamps her asa woman of won- 
derful cunning, infinite resources and mas- 


yet developed, but enough has already been 
learned to show that she was not without 


confederates, and when the truth is all 
known it will probably prove something of 
asensation. The child, on being seized by 
her abductress, who isa woman not much 
larger than herself, was hurried off toa 
carriage, which had been pro- 
cured at a livery stable near the 
mounted police station, and which carried 
the pair to the Grand avenue station of the 
Wabash Road. They took th@train there for 
Moberly, stopped there a few hours and went 
back across the State to Fort Scott, where 

the child was induced to write a very unnat- 
uralletter to her father, which letter was 
sent to Chicago, to be mailed to St. Louis, 

and was accompanied by a taunting letter 
from the woman, who represented that her 
capture was to be returned soon after Christ- 
mas. From Fort Scott the pair went back 

to Memphis, remaining there over night. 

Representing that they were going on to 
Chattanooga, the woman bought tickets for 
Kansas City, and two days later a Denver 
„detective“ named Ladier announced by tel- 
egraph his willingness to deliver the child 
for $500. Whether the pair ever went 
to Denver at all, or whether 
the detective was acting under written in- 
structions from the woman, who wished to 
make a false trail, seems now doubtful. A 
few days ago Mr. Usuer, who has had all the 
assistance that railroad companies could 
furnish, procured a warrant here for the ar- 
rest of the woman, and, armed with a requisi- 
tion from the Governor, started, curiously 
enough, for Georgia instead of Denver. ‘The 
telegraph announces the success of his mis- 
sion, but gives no indication as to how the 
trail was struck. The woman and child must 
have traveled four or five thousand miles 
since their departure, which fact is all the 
more remarkable in view of the fact that she 
was apparently without means when she and 
her husband separated a few months ago.
